Reinhardt Strub, an elderly barber, was robbed 
in his little barber shop at 2006 Liddle street, a 
few minutes before noon Friday, by two men, and 
he believes that a woman who was in the shop 
at the time was their accomplice. 

The three were arrested a littie later. They 
give their names as Michael O'Hare, Robert Reel 
and Annie Hurley. The woman is 23 years old 
and lives at 1300 North Twenty-second street. 

Strub gave the Post-Dispatch the following 
Roeount of the robbery: 


BY REINHARDT STRUB. 


About a quarter of twelve a young wom- 
an came into my shop and said her hair 
was falling out and she wanted something 
to prevent this. 1 was just eating a littie 
lunch and drinking some beer. The woman 

for a drink of the beer, which I gave 
her. Then she sat down in a chair and re- 
sumed telling about her hair. 
me one on the outside tried the door, 
— +; 4 proved to be locked. The door locks 
with a clasp on the inside, and this had 
shaken by the jar of closing the door 
so that it had locked it.

The woman said, ‘“‘Let them in.’’ The door 
has no glass in it; it is a solid pgnel, 
and there was no way for her to Know 
whether one or two persons were outside.

Just then two men entered and walked 
up to me. I had my back to them. When 
I turned around | looked into the muzzle of 
two revolvers.

The men then 
searched all my pockets, taking out every-

parentiy unconcerned. She wore a leering 
n, and did not seem to be the least bit 
rightened at the spectacle of two rough 
men alming revolvers at me and taking my 
valuables.

Chemical Building Threat- 
ened With Destruction. 


FLAMES ON FIVE OF ITS FLOORS 


CROSSED WIRE CAUSED BLAZE 
AND DAMAGE IS $3000. 


Fire, One at Greatest Elevation St. 
Louis Department Has Ever 
Fought, Burned for an Hour 
and Fifteen Minutes. 


Fire made its first visit to a St. Louis sky- 
scraper at 5 o'clock Saturday morning and 
threatened the 16-story Chemical building, 
the city’s tallest edifice. with destruction. 

The damage was confined to the disabling 
of the lighting system of the building, 
which left the tenants without electric light 
during the early hours of the morning, and 
to the dismantling of three offices through 
whose windows hose lines were drawn. The 
total loss is estimated by Chief Swingley 
at $3000. 

It was a perpendicular fire, five stories 
in height, and was dangerously near the 
east elevator shaft of the building. It em- 
anated from a crossed wire on the fifth 


floor and burned to the tenth floor. 
Back of the elevator shaft, but separ- 


ated from it by a substantial walil,‘is the 
narrow conduit containing -the electric 
wiring. On each floor this shaft opens by 
a wooden door into a small closet in which 
mops and,brushes are stored. 

Starting with crossed wires at the fifth 
floor, the flames ascended to the tenth 
floor, feeding on the scanty woodwork and 
destroying the insulation of the wires, 

Even during the busy hours of the day, 
such a fire might gain headway without 
being noticed. 

Thomas Walsh, night watchman, has a 
keen nose for smoke, and from the hali- 
way of the first floor he scented the fire 
above. 

“Hire in the Chemical building,’’ was his 
alarm td the watchman of engine company 
No. 6 and thfe minutes later the horses 
and men ended one of the briefest runs on 
record, and were at the scene of the fire. 


Drew Up the 
Hose With Rope. 

Other companies were summoned by No. 
6's watchman, and reached the building as 
the men of engine No. 6 and truck No. 3 
were hoisting hose to the upper floors. 
Watchman Walsh had returned with the 
firemen and cartied them on the west ele- 
vator to the fifth floor, where the smoke 
was thickest. 

The office of the New England Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., in room 507, stood be- 
tween the fire fighters and access to the 
street. 

A fireman's heel went through the heavy 
sash of the office door, and the door was 
opened from the inside. 

Up went the broad front window and 
down went a rope to the sidewalk. it came 
back with a hose line attached. 

While the hose from below was being 
trained on the center of the dense smoke in 
the hallway, the hose cojled in the hall- 
way for such an emergency was also placed 
in use. 

As more firemen came, the fire was al- 
tacked on the floors abcve. On the seventh 
and eighth floors it was necessary to bring 
hose from the street. On the ninth and 
tenth floors the house hose, with weaker 
pressure, was turned on the smoking wood- 
work. ¥ 

In the office of Paul Bakewell, patent 
lawyer, in room 807, chaos was created. 
The eighth floor was strategic point for the 
department's hose, and in their haste to 
draw the colls from the street, the firemen 
demolished door sash and windows and 
overturned desk and chairs, while the 
books with which the wall was lined re- 
ceived a thorough smoking. 

All the time Watchman Walsh continued 
his trips in the elevator, calling the floors 
as he took on and let off firemen and an 
occasional policeman.

Ofiice men who arrived early at the 
building found the firemen mopping out 
the hallways, which had been flooded with 
water from the tenth tloer down. 

The chief damage visibie on. tine six 
floors appeared in the charred doo®s of the 
closets at the rear of the east elevator 
shaft on the six floors, and in the par- 
tially burned handles of the implements 
used by janitors and scrubbers. 

“Tt was a hard fire to fight,” was the 
comment of Chief Swingley, who, with As- 
sistant Chiefs Thierry and Busch, super- 
vised the firemen’s efforts. 

“The pressure was all that was needed. 
It was good, considering that the fire was 
one of the highest we have ever had to deal 
with.”

GRANDJURY FAILED TO RETURN 
AN INDICTMENT. 


Prosecuting Attorney, on Facts in His 
Possession, Has Formally Filed 
the Information Against 


STEWART FIFE.

SAVANNAH, Mo., Nov. 23.—Stewart Fife, 
who was junior partner in the Richardson 
Store when the latter was killed last 
Christmas, has been forma'ly charged with 
the murder of Frank W. Richardson in an 
information sworn to and filed by the pros- 
ecuting attorney of Andrew County. 

Fife has not been arrested, as he left 
here in June. The special grandjury em- 
paneled at the November term of court in- 
vestigated the Richardson murder case 
again, but did not return an indictment. 
Prosecuting Attorney Booher then filed the 
information, according to law. 

Fife has claimed that he was asleep in the 
Owl Club at the time Richardson was 
killed. Admissions by the young man since 
the murder, however, are said to be damag- 
ing, and the prosecution now claims that 
the ownership of the revolver found near 
the Richardson home soon after the mur- 
der, with which it is believed Richardson 
was killed. has been traced to Fife. 

At present Mrs. Addie Richardson, the 
wite of the murdered man, stands charged 
with the murder under grandjury indict- 
ment. Change of venue from this counLly 
was asked and granted last week on the 
ground that the prejudice is so strong here 
that a fair trial. would be impossible. 

Nobody believes here that rs. Richard- 
son was personally concerned in the kitling 
of her husband, but the indictment in- 
dicated that the members of the grandjury 
believed she had knowledge of the rea! 
murderer. 

Her defense of the charge has been un- 
dertaken by John D. Richardson, the Chi- 
cago millionaire cracker man, who is a 
brother to’'the murdered man. He has em. 
ployed the best legal talent to care for her 
vindication. 

Richardson was shot dead Christmas 
right in the hallway of his own home. No. 
body saw-the deed unless it was the wife. 
and she positively stated that-the fatal 
shot was fired outside the front door and 
that her husband staggered inside and died 
at her feet and without saying who nad 
killed him.

Bursting of a Steam Tank Caused a 
Panic Among One Hundred and 


Twenty Workmen, but All 
but Four Escaped. 


Charlies O. Weiger was instantly killed 
and three other employes seriously injured 
by the explosion of a steam box in the pow- 
er house of the Imperial Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Co., at 10th and St. 
Charles streets at 5 o'clock Friday after- 
noon. 

The explosion wrecked the engine room 
and plunged a large portion of the city in 
darkness. Tt will be two weeks before the 
damaged engine can be repaired. 

Weiger was an electrician and was oil- 
ing the 1500 horse power engine directly af- 
fected by the explosion. He was blown 
20 feet across the room and crushed against 
the north wall. He lived at 1800 Wash 
street, 

Edward Meyer, working near the base 
of the engine, was knocked down and 
cut about the face and head. Frank W. 
Keogh of 6325 Ella averue was scalded by 
steam about the face and body. Henry 
Johnson of 12 South Fourteenth street was 
scalded about the body. 

At the moment of the explosion 60 men 
were on the ground floor of the plant and 
as many raore on the floor above. Panic- 
Stricken, these workmen ran out in the 
Street through clouds of steam. All es- 
caped injury save the men mentioned. 
President E. G. Bruckman for the com- 
pan’ gave this explanation of the accident: 
“The power house contains four engines 
rangme in size from 1009 to 3500 horse 
power. All were in operation at the time 
of the accident. Each of the engines has 
two cylinders, or closed chambers. 
“Between the two cylinders of each en- 
gine is a receiving chamber, which connects 
with the cylinders and through which steam 
passes in going from one cylinder to the 
other. These receiving chambers are sub- 
jected to very little strain, and accidents 
pesulting from their failure are said to be 
rare. 

“The receiving chamber of one of the en- 
gines burst. A part of the breken chamber 
struck a section of the steam piping from 
the boilers, causing steam to escape into 
the engine room and forcing the engine 
room employes to run for safety.” 

The explosion made it necessary to shut 
down all engines in the power house, in- 
cluding those that furnished power for the 
city lighting. This shut down electric 
lights in the district east of Jefferson ave- 
nue between Soulard and North Market 
streets, including all the downtown dis- 
trict.

Nor was it to 
no purpose that he duped a trusting public 
and a confiding real estate firm into believ-

ganization was in town 

Mr. Johnson's bluff was very good. Mr. 
Comiskey was at the hotel, the messenger 
discovered. He was suave, polite, indiffer- 
ent, and was also about to shake the mud 
of St. Louis from his boots, so the diplo- 
mat from the real estate firm was in 
formed. 

“You have our terms,’’ said the polite 
Mr. Comiskey; ‘‘do business. I leave short- 


That was all the satisfaction Bunn and 
company obtained. 

They did business. At 4 o'clock a 10-year 
lease was secured by the American League 
on Athletic Park, possession to be turned 
over to the lessees Dec. 1. 

Now that ‘‘business’ was transacted, Mr, 
Comiskey will not le@#¥e the city for some 
days, but -will remain to make further ar- 
rangements for taking possession of and 
ee the property. 

r. Jobnson's success with the American 
League is easilye understood. Monsieur 
Renard is uppermost in Mr. Johnson and 
his astuteness is superior enough for him 
to laugh at the opposition, his rivals.

New 
stands will be constructed and none of. the 
proeeas buildings will be allowed to remain. 

he grand stand, which is to be modeled 
after the one at Washington, will be fire- 
proof and will be moved as close to the 
street as possible to make more room in 
the field.

If this decision {s sustained 
by the higher courts the right of the city to regulate the car 
service will be established. 

Evidently Chicago has awakened to the rights of the people 
and the abuses and wrongs heaped upon the people by public 
service corpofations. The people of Chicago are claiming their 
rights through the courts. 

St. Louis may profit by Chicago's example. There is probably 
law sufficient to secure public rights and the service the fran- 
chised corporations owe the public in return for their valuable 
privileges. Ail that is needed is the enforcement df the laws. 
If public officers were men of courage and honesty the people's 
rights would be protected. 
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A new terror in the smoke nuisance is revealed in the suit 
entered by Senor Ferdinando Avedano against Inspector Jones 
and the city for spoiling his tenor voice. There are not so many 
tenor voices in the world that we can afford to ruin one with 
smoke. Tenors are a necessity; smoke is a luxury. Which one 
shall we aispense with? Senor Avedano sbhould be supported 
in his proceedings by all who care for esol chords and 
who hate filth.

A CHAOTIC CONDITION. 


According to State Factory Inspector W. T. Anderson the drift 
of women away from domestic service is greater than ever be- 
fore. 

“Many women,’ says Mr. Anderson, “who have been em- 
ployed in households are now applicants on our books for posi- 
tions in factories, offices, restaurants, hotels or other places where 
they will be paid a regular wage for working a certain number 
of hours daily, and where they will be equally certain of one 
day of rest and recreation every week.”’ 

Moreover, so serious has the situation become that housekeep- 
ers are looking about for men. The State Free Employment 
Bureau, also in charge of Mr. Afderson, has “already furnished 
several households with men who look after the work heretofore 
done by the chambermaids,”’ and it is said at the bureau that if 
the movement continues “‘men will supplant women in all 
branches of household work.” 

It is not unlikely. This and evén more grotesque things will 
characterize the chaotic time coming, during which women will 
depart from the beaten track and seek other lines of endeavor. 
If women become electrical engineers, architects and bankers, 
why shouldn't men become household servants—cooks and cham- 
bermaids? 

There may be a thousand g00d answers to this question,but 
they won't alter the fact. One fact is worth a bushel of ‘‘whys.”’

DRESS AT KING’S CORONATION. 


Some idea of the gorgeousness of the dis- 
play which may be expected at King Ed- 
ward’s coronation is gained from the offi- 
cial proclamation issued to the peers upon 
the last previous event of the kind, the 
coronation of Queen Victoria in 1838. Every 
peer who intends to be present must be pro- 
vided with an appropriate coronet and it 
will be his own fault if he is provided with 


a& wrong one or one not in all respects 
exactly as it ought to be. There has just 
been published, under the supervision of 
the college of arms, a catalogue with il- 
lustrations in colors of the various coro- 
nets which members of the different orders 
of the peerage—dukes, marquises,' earls, 
viscounts and barons—and their wives and 
widows are entitled to wear. The proclama- 
tion which King Edward will issue is ex- 
pected to follow in general terms that of 
1838, which declared that the robes of all 
peers who attend the coronation be of crim- 
son velvet edged with miniver, the cape 
furred with miniver and powdered with 
bars or rows of ermine according to their 
degree, namely: Barons, two rows; vis- 
counts, two rows and a half; earls, three 
rows; marquises, three rows and a half; 
dukes, four rows. It is especially stipulated 
that the coronets are to be of silver gilt 
with a gold tassel and that “no counterfeit 
pearls are to be used.’’ 


The costumes to be worn by the women in 
attendance are prescribed in much greater 
detail. The proclamation of 1838 reads as 
follows: ‘“‘The robe or mantle of a. baron- 
ess shall be of crimson velvet, the cape 
thereof to be furred with miniver pure and 
powdered with two bars or rows of ermine. 
the said mantle to be edged round with 
miniver pure two inches in breadth and the 
train to be three feet on the ground: the 
coronet to be according to her degree— 
namely, a rim or circle with six pearls upon 
the same. That the robe or mantle of a vis- 
countess shall be like that of a baroness. 
only the cape powdered with two rows and 
a half of ermine and the train a yard and 
a quarter. The robe or mantle of a count- 
ess shall be as before, only the cape pow- 
dered with three rows of ermine, the edg- 
ing three inches in breadth and the train 
a yard anda half. The robe or mantle of a 
marchioness shall be as before, only the 
cape powdered with three rows and a hwilf 
f ermine, the edging four inches {fn breadth 
the train a yard and-three-quarters. The 
robe or mantle of a duchess shall be as 
before, only the cape powdered with four 
rows of ermine, the edging five inches 
broad, the train tWo yards.’’

DESERTER BALDWIN DEGRADED 


Private of Fourth Gavalry Sentenced 
to Imprisonment for Deserting 


in Face of Enemy. 


Baldwin, a private in troop L, 
Cavair¥Y, was dishonorably dis- 
charged from the United States Army at 
Jefferson Barracks Friday afternoon, and 
entered upon a term of two years’ impris- 
onment, the penalty for desertion in the 


face of the enemy. 
Baldwin was a printer, and enlisted in the 
army after the death of his wife and child, 
On his voyage to the Philippines he found 
army life distasteful and, after reaching the 
islands, he deserted.
